Dr. L. S. Rader, 


Well Known Here, 


Dies in Miami 


Many people in New Smyrna were 


shocked to learn of the death of Dr. 


L,. S. Rader, former district superin- 
tendent of Methodist churches in. this 
district, at his home in Miami. The 
Miami News-Metropolis says that Dr. 
Rader died while on his way by au- 
omobile from his home in Biscayne 
Heights to Miami, and the obituary 
notice continues; 


"A heart attack, the last of a series 


which he had 
suffered 
in recent 


weeks, caused the demise of the be- 
loved minister of the gospel who had 
given most of his life in the service 
of his fellows, the last 33 years of 
which were spent in Florida. 


"Aa district 
superintendent and 


pastor, Dr. Rader had a part in bring- 
ing into existence many of the pres- 
ent Methodist churches 
of Florida. 


Since 1908 he spent most of his time 
in the Miami district, maintaining his 
residence here even when taking care 
of work assigned to him in Fort Lau- 
derdale and in Okeechobee, district. 


"Although he retired from the ac- 


tive work of the church in 1921, he 
maintained 
great interest 
in the 


churches of this vicinity, giving oi 
his help freely in the furthering of 
their programs. 
For some time he 


had been teacher in the Sunday school 
of the Little River Temple, a. Meth- 
odist church of the White Temple 
parish which he helped to found, anc 
almost his last words were "I must 
teach my Sunday school class tomor- 
row." 


Born in Uhrichsville, 0., in Janu- 


ary, 1860, Dr. Rader was educated 
in the schools of that state, being 
graduated- from Mount Union college 
seminary, Ohio, in 1881. For nine 
years thereafter he preached in Ohio, 
having charges at Warrensville, now 
a part of Cleveland, Madison anc 
Twinsburg. 


"In 1891 he was transferred to the 


St. John's river conference of this 
state, his first appointment being in 
Jacksonville. Thereafter he held pas- 


orates in Eustis, Miami, Fort Lau- 
derdale and St. Augustine, and also 
served as district superintendent oi 
the Eustis and Miami districts. 


"He leaves his widow, Mrs. Emma 


C. Rader, two daughters, Ruth, who 
ives at home, and Mrs. J. T. Over- 
ton of Miami; three sons, Ralph, in 
Helena, Mont.; Paul, who resides in 
Niagara Palls, N. Y-, and 
Earl M 


Rader, of Jefferson City, Mo. There 
are also six grandchildren.
